Fire damage, smoke residue and 
the charred remains of a burned-out 
truck will keep portions of the cam- 
pus parking garage closed for sever- 
al days. 

The fire destroyed a red 1995 
Dodge Ram truck on the fourth 
floor of the garage last Sunday and 
left a trail of smoke and debris 
throughout much of the structure. 


“A call came into campus police 
at 10:28 a.m. that a fire was occur- 
ring in Parking Structure,” said John 
Hammrick, University Police inves- 
tigator. 

According to Hammrick, police 
and fire units completed a “textbook 
response.” a 

“Traffic was easily diverted and 
no injuries were reported due to the 
car fire,” said Hammrick. ;

Students absent 


Three ASI representatives 
lose IRA committee votes

A committee that will hand out 
nearly $200,000 to campus clubs and 
organizations this semester will have 
the input of only one student because 
the other student representatives 
have failed to show up for the meet- 
ings. 

According to Carolyn Pittman, 
member of the Instructionally 
Related Activities committee and 
university budget officer, student 
representatives Dan Freschi, director 
of the Student Access Center, and 
Jeremy Brickner, ASI director of 
undeclared students, have not attend- 
ed the last two meetings. 

Members of the Instructionally 
Related Activities committee decide 
which clubs and organizations get a 
piece of the $185,336 fund which is 
generated by student fees each 
semester. 

Because such a large portion of 


the fund comes from students, stu- 
dent representatives fill four of the 
eight seats on the committee. 

Besides Freschi and Brickner, two 
other students — Gary Davis, 
Associated Students Inc. president, 
and Kim Shaw, ASI vice president of 
University Affairs — sit on the IRA 
committee. ays 

As ASI president, Davis automat- 
ically has a seat on the committee. 
Shaw, who did not attend the last 
IRA meeting last Tuesday, appointed 
all student members including her- 
self. 

Davis was the only student repre- 
sentative present at the last meeting 
during which the committee listened _ 
to six presentations from various 
clubs and organizations lobbying for 
funding. 

“It’s disappointing because we’ ve | 
got a lot of student money to spendye 
and the members should make these ¥ 
meetings a priority,” said Davis.

Buildings on campus lack | Youth mentor ing in trouble = 
signs for visually impaired 


Union slated to update placards

Tactile signs for the visually 
impaired will finally arrive this week 
for the University Union. 

But other buildings on campus do 
not have the correct Braille or raised- 
letter signs for the visually impaired. 

Gabe Griffith, a visually impaired 


student, says that he can usually. find 


the building where his class is being 
held but “once I get in, I can’t find the 
room number without asking some- 
body.” 

The Americans with Disabilities 
Act, enacted in 1992, requires accessi- 
bility for the disabled and mandates 
that all buildings must have tactile 
signs marking both the outside of the 
building and all of the rooms inside. 

California also has a version of the 
ADA called Title 24. Title 24 requires 
higher tactile sign surfaces than what 


the federal government requires. 

Buildings built before 1992 are not 
required to follow these regulations, 
but when remodeling or additions take 
place, as they did in the University 
Union last year, then the whole build- 
ing needs to be brought up to code. 

According to Donald Tucker, assis- 
tant director of operations for the 
Union, “there is a very large sign order 
pending,” and the Braille and raised 
print signs are due to arrive today. 
Tucker said that installation will begin 
immediately and will take approxi- 
mately one week to complete. 

“Every place where there are 
offices, meeting rooms, main 
entrances, lobbies, elevators, and stair- 
wells, signs will go up,” said Tucker. 
The signs that are in place now are 
temporary and were put up after 
remodeling was completed to identify

Funding for the Youth Mentoring Program, a com- 
munity service project through ASI, was not included in 


a tentative budget approved by the 
Finance and Budget committee last 
Monday. 

The program, directed by Gustavo 
Cardenas, an education major, was 
designed to assist students at Jonas 
Salk Middle School in academic 
issues, dealing with peer pressure and 
conflicts at home. 

The mentors spend a few hours 
with a child each week reading books, 
visiting the library, playing games or 
often just talking. 

“Mentors do not play counselor, 
but just by us being there, it lets the 
mentee know that someone is out 
there for them,” said Cardenas. 

Cardenas began a successful youth 
mentoring program in 1997 through 


the education department. The program matched 35 to 
40 CSUS students to middle school students for two 
hours each week, compared to just 13 mentors this year. 

In an effort to create a larger mentoring base and pro- 


on the ASI Finance and Budget committee, presented a 
proposal to receive grant monies through ASI.

ASI included $22,000 for the 
Youth Mentoring program in the final 
budget recommendation for the 
1998/1999 fiscal year by adding it fo 
Community Service programs undér 
ASI, which are directed by Carmen 
Gonzales. 

The money was to be used'‘as 
stipends for mentors and to reimbutse 
them for expenditures ranging from 
gas to taking the students to the 
movies. In addition, the money was'to 
be drawn upon to pay Cardenas as 
director as well as a project coordina- 
tor. 

“This was basically seed money to 


get the program started,” said-Cardenas. 
However, only $7,500 of the money has been used so

What’s so refreshing about the 


‘hosts is that they select the type of 


music and programming that they 
want the audience to vibe to. These 
DJs don’t try to sell the latest song 
and album or promote the latest 
music trend. Plain and simple, 
these VOLUNTEER DJs know 
their stuff and they are not afraid to 
put their skills on display. 

“This is a station dedicated to 
independent, underground, and 
more importantly, non-commercial, 
free-form music,” said program 
director Eric Christopherson. 

Although KDVS is located in 
Davis, Christopherson maintains 
that a majority of their support 
comes from CSUS and the 
surrounding Sacramento area, a 
sure sign that the word is out about 
the station. 

“We work really hard to keep 
the programming. It’s good to see 
people appreciate what we’re 
trying to do,” Christopherson said. 

A surefire way to find out about 
what’s going on at KDVS is to pick 
up its programming guide, which 
comes out once a quarter. ““KDVia- 
tions,” as it is called, is the ultimate 
fix for the independent radio 
junkie. Packed with music 
schedules, information on 
local shows, and guest DJ 
writers, the guide serves as a map 
for travelers on the experimental 
music freeway called KDVS. 

The station also‘has a Web site 
that will fulfill the needs of any 
avid browser with schedules, 
program archives, and merchandise 
information. 

If commercial programming is 
considered the “main course” of 
American music, then I’d rather 
have the side dish of an independ- 
ent radio. At least we won’t get full 
of one thing and have to listen to it 
again and again like next day’s 
leftovers.

“Sangre de Maiz: 


Bullet Ritual in Ch

El Teatro Espejo Theatre Company 
is celebrating its 25th year on campus 
with a production they have con- 
ceived, written and performed. 
“Sangre de Maiz: Bullet Rituals in 
Chiapas,” focuses on the corporate 
invasion of Chiapas, Mexico that is 
causing a crisis for the Mayan indige- 


nous people. 


Under the direction of Theatre Arts 
Professor Manuel Pickett and Teatro 
member Andrea Porras, the company 
is made up entirely of CSUS students 


_and alumni. Audience members may

be surprised that “Sangre de Maiz” is 
not the average play. 

“Tt doesn’t even run in a linear 
fashion,” said Teatro member Amanita 
von Meier, “It’s_epic in nature; each 
section of the play, each skit, could be 
run in itself. There’s no linear form. 
You could even rearrange the scenes 
and it would still make sense.” 

The play-focuses.on five.aspects.of 


, the situation in Chiapas, and through 


dramatizations based on_ testimony, 
political satire, song and choral poetry, 
each aspect is presented. The sections 
of the play are Historical/Spiritual, 
School of the Americas (a school for 
assassins. located in Georgia), the 
Victims, N.A.ET.A., and Zapatistas 
(these are the Mayan rebels who have 
emerged because of the conflict). 
“We tried to visualize each one of 
these areas: What did we want the 
audience to see, to hear, to feel? And 
each one of those areas was taken by a 
group member [to research]. It’s 
called a collective creation,” said 
Pickett. Through research culled from 
books, songs, oral history, and even 
the Internet, group members brought 
their knowledge to the production and 
together they wrote it. 
Since this is Teatro Espejo’s 25th 
year, the members wanted to choose a 


‘meaningful subject and write the play 


themselves, rather than performing a 
play that someone else had written. 
“We chose Chiapas because we 
feel as Chicanos that we owed this to 
our ancestors, to our elders, our 
younger brothers and sisters. Too 
many times history has gone unrecog- 


nized,” Porras said. Ofte 
of the main goals of “Sangre de Maiz 
is to show Americans what is going 
on, since we don’t hear about this sit- 
uation in the news. 

“Although we are Chicanos in the 





U.S., we want to make peo- 


ple aware of what’s happening to the 
Mayans in Chiapas,” said Pickett. 
“We try to keep the characters in the 
play alive by not making them look 
undignified, or for the audience to pity 
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them. They don’t need pity.” 
The title of the play, “Sangre de 
Maiz,” means “blood of the corn.” 
“When you ask what the Mayan 
people want, all they want are the 
basics: corn, water, and a place to 
plant that corn,” said cast member 
Nicole Limon. “Sangre is the blood- 
shed, whether it be physical death or 
spiritual death of the people.’ The 
play is mostly in English, so non- 
Spanish speakers will have no trouble 
understanding what the play is about. 
Although the subject matter of this 
play is somber, the cast members say 
that is not the feeling the audience 
should get. It’s definitely life. It has its 
wings and its horns,” said Porras. 
Having written the entire play by 
themselves, El Teatro Espejo will 
present a unique production. Porras 
said, “It’s an honor to put in our own 
voice our respect to this movement, 
our respect to the fight and the resist- 
ance of our brothers and sisters.” 
“Sangre de Maiz’ will run May 6- 
9 and 13-16. Admission is $7 students, 
$10 general. For tickets and informa- 
tion call 278-6604.

Over 200 picketers crashed the opening 
ceremonies of the seventh annual LINKS 
conference in Sacramento last Thursday. 

The protest was organized by members 
of the California Faculty Association as 


part of a strike that has been ongoing since 
the CSU Board of Trustees and Chancellor 
Reed imposed a contract on the faculty on 
March 17. 

Faculty members from over half a dozen 
California State University campuses 
joined together with members of the 
California State Employees Association 
and the Service Employee International 
Union to protest the appearance of CSU 
Chancellor Charles Reed at the four-day 
conference.

know the circumstances behind the 
fire,” said Hammrick. 

Original examinations of the 
garage estimated that over 500 stu- 
dent parking spaces would be 
closed due to the fire. That number 
was reduced to 160 spaces on the 
south side of the top three floors 
after Facilities Management suc- 
cessfully removed a large amount of 
debris from the affected area. 

Campus officials hope to have 
the entire garage reopened no later 
than today. 

‘This may cause an inconvie- 
nience for students, but the key is to 
remember that is only temporary,” 
said Nancy Fox, director of 
University Transportation and 
Parking Services. 

“The best advice would be to just 
arrive a few minutes earlier in order’ 
to deal with any parking congestion 
caused by this incident,” said Fox. 


The picketers carried signs reading “No 
More Merit Pay” and “Charles Reed Has 
Got To Go” during three hours of protests 
outside the Hyatt Regency Hotel, host of 
the conference. 

Elizabeth Moulds, CSUS chief of staff 
and organizer of the LINKS conference, 
had mixed emotions about the presence of 
the protesters. 

“I am certainly happy to see the faculty 
practicing their first amendment rights, but 
Iam also disappointed that it had to happen 
at such an important event,” said Moulds. 

Last Thursday$ demonstration marks 
the first time since the onset of the strike 
that multiple campuses have participated 
together in a single event. 

Faculty from as far south as CSU Fresno 
and CSU San Bemardino joined faculty 
from sevéral northern California campuses, 
including CSU Chico, Humboldt State 


University CSUS and San Francisco State 
University 

A wide variety of topics were scheduled 
for discussion and debate at the LINKS 
conference, which brings together elected 
officials, policy specialists and campus 
administrators in order to discuss the 
strengthening of ties between state govern- 
ment and public universities. 

“The reason why we are out here tonight 
is due to the fact that Charles Reed has not 
done a sufficient job at strengthening the 
ties between the campuses and their facul- 
ties,” said Meisenhelder. 

“We plan to keep rolling right over 
Chancellor Reed,” said Meisenhelder. 

“We intend to accomplish that by having 
more events of this magnitude in the near 
future in the hopes: of raising awareness of 
the crisis in the CSU system.”

total of $15,851. When February 
came: around, there were $21,712 
requested. 

Together the two grants awarded a 
total of $100,000 to campus organiza- 
tions and individuals in the 
1998/1999 school year. The D.O.C. 
grant was responsible for $75,000 of 
that amount. 

Rita Tyk, administrative assistant 
for ASI, said that ASI is aware of the 
rapidly growing need of clubs and 
organizations for funds. 

“We are looking to increase the 
budget for these grants due to the 
increase in students needing them,” 
said Tyk. 

DOC and SEL grants are judged 
using four criteria: the total amount 
requested, the first priority indicated 
for the award, the number of appli- 
cants seeking funds for the same 
event and what percentage of money 
can be divided equally to all the 
events. 

DOC/SEL Committee meetings 
were held every other week through- 
out the school year. The members of 
this semester’s D.O.C/S.E.L. com-

TO REED 


We write you as past and present 
recipients of the CSU Sacramento 
“Outstanding” Teacher Award. 

This award is given annually by 
the various colleges in the university, 
and, save for one exception, carries 
with it no monetary award. The 
process through which theses awards 
are granted is directed by our peers, 
from establishing the selection criteria, 
through nominations, through the 
arduous task of sifting through the 
evidence supplied by many worthy 
individuals, to the final selection of 
one annual recipient from each college 
for distinguished service in the 
university’s principle mission. 

We wish to go on record that this 
recognition is more meaningful to us 
than any monetary airway based your 
imposed faculty merit Increase 
program. We are much more honored 
to receive the confidence of our peers, 
many of whom are distinguished 
teachers themselves, and of our 
students, than the awards of adminis- 
trators who are not in the position to 
judge us and whose decisions cannot 
be appealed. While we recognize the 
need for general increases in salaries, 
and acknowledge the CSU academic 
Senate’s stated principles regarding 
merit pay (endorsed Jan. 23, 1998), 
we stand in opposition to the present 
process that violates both the Senatefs 
principles and places administrator- 
controlled monetary awards above 
peer and student recognition of those 
qualities which represent our life- 
work.

An evening of Middle Eastern Music 
and Dance will be presented by the UC 
Santa Barbara Middle Eastern Musical 
Ensemble at the University Union Ball- 
room, Saturday at 8 p.m. 

“This group is going to perform mu- 
sic that will focus on three nationalities, 
Arabic, Greek and Persian, but will also 
include one or two Jewish and Turkish 
songs.” said professor Ayad Al-Qazzaz, 
president of the Middle East Cultural 
Association and professor at CSUS. 
“This is a special event; this is the third 
time that we are having this group per- 
form at CSUS,” Al-Qazzaz said. 


The first time was in 1995, the second - 


in 1997, and both were sold-out con- 
certs. 

The Middle East Ensemble is an of- 
ficial Ethnomusicology Performance 
Ensemble in the department of music 
at Santa Barbara. The ensemble per- 
forms music and dance from Arab, Turk- 
ish, Persian, Armenian, Greek, Jewish 
and even Assyrian cultures. Performance 
items range from classical pieces to re- 
ligious, folk and popular songs, folk 
dances, and cabaret-style dancing. 

The ensemble’s performances are 
noted for being colorful and fast -paced. 
Followed by a tradition developed in 
Cairo, Beirut, and Damascus, men wear 
tuxedos while women wear colorful tra- 
ditional dresses. Group instrumental 
pieces are quickly juxtaposed with solo 
instrumentals, solo vocals are answered 


by choral pieces, with solo and group 
dances interspersed throughout. Perfor- 
mances generally end with the extended 
cabaret-style dance set. 

“There will be about 40 members 
performing,” said Al-Qazzaz. “There are 
three professors, the rest are students.” 

Founder and director of the UCSB 
Middle East Ensemble, Scott Marcus, 
professor of ethnomusicology, teaches in 
the music department at Santa Barbara. 
He studied Middle Eastern music at 
UCLA and in Cairo, Egypt. 

Marcus will conduct a free lecture 
and demonstration of Middle Eastern 
musical instruments at 6 p.m. in the Uni- 
versity Union Forest Suite. 

The Ensemble’s dance troupe is led 
by Alexandra King, an award-winning 
dancer and choreographer who is the 
director, teacher, and principal choreog- 
rapher of Folkloric dancers as well as 
the director of the Seher Dance Ensem- 
ble of Santa Barbara. 

According to Al-Qazzaz, 80 percent 
of the students performing are Ameri- 
cans; few are from Middle Eastern ori- 
gins. ; 

The performance will be presented by 
the College of Social Sciences and In- 
terdisciplinary Studies, the Multi-Cul- 
tural Center, the sociology department 
and the Middle East Cultural Associa- 
tion. 

Admission for CSUS students is $10, 
and $15 for the general public. To pur-

(CSUS) has been under fire from a 
certain newspaper (Sacramento Bee) 
for the way an athletic department 
(Hornet athletics) has been operated.

There are other things that could 
be more interesting than what a 70- 
plus-year-old man is thinking about 
the same athletic program he has 
been responsible for handling for 
more years than anyone cares to rec- 
ognize.

their Opinions in ink?

eho article that proved nothing 
W, or even shocking, had to be 
backed up by some community 
members just to help the article seem 
important or even credible. Why 


| doesn’t anyone ask the more im- 


portant questions, such as how the 
humerous problems are going to be 
corrected? Yes, everyone admits Sac 
State has a problem with its com- 
mitment to athletics, but who wrote 
down athletic director Debby Col- 
berg’s opinion on the possible solu- 
tions that she brainstorms with a 
number of people every day? 

There is nothing wrong with a 
press that gets a little confrontation- 
al, but a press willing to tackle the 
tough issues might be more credible 
if both sides of the coin were inter- 
Viewed, and they weren’t in this case. 

_ Dr. Gerth graduated from the 
University of Chicago at age 16, 
which may imply that he did not 
take much time to participate in 
sporting events. Is it any surprise 
that he does not fully support the 
athletic department? (NOTE: Gerth 
said he only supported Hornet ath- 
letics, and does not pay attention, or 
spend any time at professional sport- 
ing events. Gerth was not spotted at 
any Hornet basketball games this 
season, but he could have been lost 
in the crowd. He could be a diffi- 
cult guy to spot in a wide-open are- 
na with fewer than 1,000 people in 
attendance.) 

What Gerth should realize is that 
the stronger the athletic program, 
the higher the academic bar can be 
raised at any university. Winning 
teams and records brings students 
to campus one way or another. 

The school could also reap the 
benefits of increased alumni sup- 
port if the Hornet athletic teams were 
in better shape. Few alums are going 
to open the wallet when they ques- 
tion the positive effect it might, or 
might not, have on the program. 

What Gerth needs to do is find 
the happy medium. Get rid of some 
department and university excess 
baggage (Judith Davidson) and 
make some plans to improve the 
Hornet athletic program overall. Get 
some financial help from the $50 
million that was raised during the 
yearlong fund search, and leave the 
program in the hands of Colberg. 
She knows what needs to happen, 
and she brings a dedication that 
Gerth will never have for the Hornet 
sports teams.

The referendum, supported by the Associated Students 
Inc., failed with a 57.3 percent no-vote (1289 votes) to 960 
yes-votes. The fees would have put into motion plans for both 
facilities, as well as attracting corporate sponsors and addi- 
tional university fund-raising for the arena portion of the proj- 


While Colberg, the new athletics director, 
believes the university needs better recreational 
facilities overall, she also admits athletics will 
need to improve its facilities to stay competitive in 


“Improved facilities are essential to moving us 
forward as a strong Division I program,” Colberg 


“I hope it can be a reality one day. If we can 
learn from this initial go at the facility, we can 
come back together and establish another plan. 
It’s not impossible. I would like to see us give it 


Colberg said facilities needs to be an issue now, 
so they can start preparing for the future. 

“I would say that this program can move for- 
ward for maybe three more years,” 
“After that, it’s going to be stymied without some 
facilities.

The first failed facilities proposal of the 1998-99 school 
year dealt with building a baseball and softball stadium. In 
October, a financial backer and developer pulled out of the 
multi-million dollar project less.than a week before ground- 


At the time, Judith Davidson was the athletic director but 
Colberg, appointed to the position in February, now has to 
worry about the consequences of two failed project proposals. 

“We have to stay optimistic,” Colberg said. “I really don’t 
know the specifics of why the deal did not go through. Now 
we have nothing on the horizon, but the baseball, softball and 
soccer field projects are more do-able for us in terms of 
money compared to an arena. But I would still like for us to 
address the issue of building an on-campus arena.” 

As far as the baseball/softball/soccer field projects, there is 
nothing in the works just yet. 
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“There is nothing at this time,” 
ate athletic director/head baseball coach. “It’s a dead issue. 
We’re back at ground zero again. It’s very unfortunate that 
this had to happen, but you’ve got to go on and that’s what 
we’re trying to do.

Being positive seems to be a department requirement 

“We are trying to make it the best we can,” Smith said of 
the 600-seat capacity Hornet Field. “The school has come out 
and done a little painting and helped fix the infield. It is not

ASI has not given up hope for the rec center, which leaves 
the prospect for a future arena project a possibility. 

“We need to collaborate with students, the university, 
alumni, community members and the athletic department,” 
said Geoff Sakala, ASI president-elect. “There was a lack of 
involvement by the university in the beginning, which put us 
behind from the start of the project. We need to solidify the 
business plan and need to sell it again. The ref- 
erendum didn’t fail by very much.” 

Colberg said she would like to help the ref-' 
erendum pass the second time. 

“I would love to be involved,”

Tennis wins Big Sky Promotions director wants

The Sac State men’s tennis team 
earned a bid to the NCAA Division I 
Championships for the first time in 
school history after placing first in the 
Big Sky Championships two weeks ago 
in Northern Arizona. 

In his fifth season as the Hornets’ 
head coach, Chris Evers led his squad to 
a 15-4 record and its second Big Sky ti- 
tle in a row since joining the confer- 
ence three years ago. 

“Tt feels really good right now be- 
cause it was a team effort,” Evers said. 
“Everyone put in a lot of hard work on 
the court this year and now we get an op- 
portunity to play more.” 

Men’s tennis, gymnastics and vol- 
leyball all qualified for postseason play 
this year, the most in Sac State history. 

“I expected us to win the Big Sky this 
year because that is our minimum goal,” 
Evers said. “Last season I just wanted us 
to win and we ended up winning the 
conference. Now we have expectations.” 

Last year the Hornets finished the 
season with a 20-6 record to win the 


Big Sky but did not reach the NCAA 
Championships. 

Evers said his squad will draw one of 
the top two teams in the country (most 
likely UCLA) when they begin play in 
the championships next week. 

“We have never been this far before 
so I want our team to enjoy it and put on 
a good showing,” he said. “I don’t want 
them to be nervous because there is no 
pressure to win. I just want the guys to 
have some fun because this is gravy 
time.” 

Evers wants to continue the program 
success in the Big Sky next year but 
this time take it a step further. 

“Next year I hope that we can get a 
better ranking in the NCAAs and maybe 
even win a first round match,” he said. 
Evers said the winning seasons and the 
NCAA bid will make future recruiting 
easier for his program. ‘This is going to 
help us a lot because right now we are 
in the public eye and the program is be- 
ginning to come around,” Evers said. 
“T wanted to improve this program when 
I first came in a little bit every year. 
Now we have athletes that are good on 
the court, have good personalities and do 
good in the classroom.”
